G.S.R. 133(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (i) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (i) of 
Section 132 of the Major Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Amendment to New 
Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Leave) Regulations, 1999 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of New Mangalore 
and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2 . The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act 1963 (38 of 1963) the New Mangalore 
Port Trust Board hereby makes, subject to the approval of the Central Government under section 124 of the above Act, the 
following Regulations further to amend the Hew Mangalore Port Trust Employees (Leave) Regulations 1980.

5. Introduce the following new Regulation 35(A) after Regulation 35. 

“35(A) Paternity Leave.—A male employee (including an Apprentice) with less than two surviving children 
may be granted Paternity Leave for a period of 15 days during the confinement of his wife. During the period of 
such leave, he shall be paid leave salary equivalent to the pay drawn immediately before proceeding on leave. 
Paternity leave shall not be debited against the leave account and may be combined with any other kind of 
leave. It may not normally be refused under any circumstances".
